The Japan-Hera!d of Oct. 31 saya:—We 
published:a short extract from a Hongkong 
contenmiporary relative to the: mysterious 
craft that has excited-so much curiosity 
and attention by her appearance at Hako- 
date; which: stated her to be the’ Italian 
barque Cayalti, Captain de. Nicolini.. 

This information is not entirely authen-" 
tic in all ita details as. we are row enabled 
to show by certain information courteously 
placed.at our disposal hy E. Loureiro, Esq., 
i. BY M. Consul, who in accordance with 
instructions received from Macao, tecently 
visited Hakodate to investigate the affair. 

The cruise of H. M. 8. Ocean in search 
of the Hatler’s crew, offering the cbhnuce of 
4 trip to'the North, the Portuguese Consul 
was enabled to avail ‘himself of the favour- 
able opportunity and became the guest of 
Capt. Stanhope for the trip, 


Mr Loureiro informs us that-upon his ar-.[ 


rival “at thé above mentioned port he at 
once waited on the Governor-General Si- 
midzu Dani,.Chifugi, who placed at his dis 
‘posal every facility and assistance for pro- 
secuting )iis official investigation, atthe 
same time handing over to him sundry pa: 
pers, &ec., that. had -been found eitier in 
possession of some of the coolies who were 
on board, the barque or in’ the vessel itself. 
Amongst these. was:— : 
A-coolie ticket drawn out at Macao on 
20th May 1807, for the ship Providenza in 
the name.of a'coolie, Punkuai, whose. sig- 
nature it bears as alao the official govern- 
‘went stamp, —the* Captain’s copy of.a bill 
of ladiig for some tobacco: shipped ‘on 
board the Peruvian. barque Cayaltt at Pa- 
casmayo on the 19th’ December, 1867, for 
Callao—A fragnient of a ship’s register, en- 
dorsed Lush, Deputy 
Clerk, for the ‘United States, Eastern dis- 
trict—A few leaves of a memorandum book 
containing entries of cargo received on 
hoard, probably a record of one of the mis- 
sing officers—Some childrens’ shoes and se- 
veral plutographs, one of which is suppos- 
ed to be that of Capt. de Nicolini, who was 
in command of the Cayalti; this supposi- 
tion is atrengthened, by o similar’ hat as 
is represented: in the picture having been 
found in thé. possession of one of the coo- 


lies, . With this: photograph there wad 
found another similarly moun’ id bear- 
ing the mark of ‘the same artist’ Te- 


presents lady and: is supposed to b6 the 
likeness. of the Maptdin’s wife; both these 
haye been copied and the original portraits 
handed to Mr Loureiro. who: will forward 
them by the next mail to Macao for identi- 
fication, The'prisoners when interrogated 
regarding the possession’ of these -photo- 
graph, asserted ‘that they had no know- 
jedge of such: persons before ‘even they. 


actually. saw the pictures; this Jooks eu 
picious and. wouid indicate an understand- 
ing amongat them to deny as long a8. possi-~ 
ble any facts which might lead to the proof 
of their patticipation in the crime of piracy 
and murder; goes .
